He EOOII ap 
peared at the door of one of tbe bleep- 
era, preceded by Marshal Humphreys 
and upou stepping on the platform 
was greeted by a number of Virginia 
and Carton people who were present 
He was then received by his wife and 
his attorney, Wm. Woodburn, who 
stood near at hand. The meeting of 
Heney and his wife was affectionate 
but not demonstrative. Several of the 
old employes of the mint were present 
and shook habda with him and he re- 
marked, "Well, there are lots of you 
boys here." 


The prisoner said that he had never 


felt better in his life and laughed and 
conversed good-hurnoredly with all.

He 
declined to converse on anything con- 
cerning his case, save that he was fully 
satisfied of his acquittal, and that he 
could tell where and how he had pro- 
cured every particle of the bullion he 
had handled when the time came for 
him to tell it. His demeanor showed 
great confidence, or else he was assum- 
ing a manner that he had practiced for 
the occasion. 


At about half-past nine o'clock he 


left here for Carson by private convey- 
ance, accompanied by his wife and 
Deputy U. S. Marshal Dennis. 


The reporter called upon U. S. 


Marshal Humphreys, who kindly gave 
the following information: 


Mr. Humphrey said taat late last 


week ho received a telegram from 
Heney tit Leadville that he was there 
and was ready to surrender. 
The 


Marshal left foi Denver immediately 
and went from there to Leadville where 
he met Heuey who surrendered to him. 
Heney realized that he was being 
tracked and he had gone to a small 
place at a distance from Leadville 
called Kokomo. The detectives had 
followed him there and one evening he 
was run to earth in the cabin of a 
friend and was surrounded, but he 
eluded the Hawkshaws, slipping out a 
back door and taking to the hills and 
walked forty-four miles to Leadville 
with nothing to eat except four cloves 
he happened to have in his t pocket. 
Arriving at Leadville he was among 
friends, having formerly worked there, 
and claims that he could have eluded 
the officers for six months and uot re- 
mained in any one house any length of 
time. It was then that he concluded 
to wire Marshal Humphrey and did so 
with the result above stated. 


Marshal Humphrey stated that the 


prisoner would not talk about his case. 
Heney will doubtless be governed by 
the advice of his attorney and it is not 
probable that much can be gotten out 
of him at present. It was quite evident 
from the confidence he showed and 
from bints now and then dropped that 
he has a story which, when told, will 
shake matters up considerably. He 
says he will face the musia and if con- 
victed will take his medicine. As far 
as bondsmen are concerned, he thinks 
be can procure a reasonable bond but 
will not beg any one to go on it. 


Marshal Humphrey met the Marshal 


of Colorado and arranged everything 
satisfactory with him regarding the 
transfer of Heuey to this State, the 
prisoner being willing to accompany 
Mr. Humphrey. Heuey is at last in the 
clutches of the law, and last night in 
the presence of those gathered around 
him on the platfoi m he stated to his 
wife and Mr. Woodburn, that Marshal 
Humphrey had treated him with every 
conrtesy and consideration, and he 
was very grateful to him.

mitted that Joues was dead, but noth- 
ing more would he tall. It has always 
been supposed that the two convicts 
renewed their quarrel and that Burke 
killed Jones. Perhaps tbe skeleton 
found at Pine Nut ie all that is left of 
Convict Jones.

When the Republican press of -the 


State, especially the Oarson Tribune, 
was asserting that the Government 
officials did not want James Heuey ar- 
rested for stealing bullion from the 
Oarsou Mint while that institution 
was under Republican rule, the Qov 
ernment officials had Heney at bay in 
Colorado and' arrived last evening 
in charge of United States Mar- 
shal Humphreys.

There is no doubt that a part 
of Heney's bargain is to turn State's 
evidence though the officers will not 
admit that. He doubtless knows all 
about the $75,000 shortage and will 
probably tell as he says he has been 
suffering for the sins of others. 


VAUGHAN FOUN1> 


A Verdict of Murder in the First D* 


gree. 


A dispatch from Austin to the JODB 


NAL says that the jury in tbe case o 
Alfred Vaughan, indicted for the mur- 
der of tbe Litster boys in Lande 
county, found tbe defendant guilty o 
murder in the first degree oa the firs 
ballot. 


Tbe trial has been a most remark 


able one. Vaughn was oonvictec 
months ago of murder. Hie lawyer 
appealed to the Supreme Court and he 
was granted a new trial. An effor 
was made to change the venae to an 
other county. This , was resisted by 
District Attorney Jones of Lande 
county and his objections were sns 
tained by Judge Mack, who presided 
at the trial at Austin. A jury was im 
paneled to try the case and as the tria 
progressed it was ascertained that oni 
of the jurors declared that while he be 
lieved Vaughan guilty ho would vote 
to acquit him as he was opposed to 
capital punishment. Judge Mack in 
vestigated the charge, dismissed th 
juror from the panel and held him to 
answer for perjury. A venire was is 
sued and another eworn in to try the 
case, with the result stated. 


Of course the case will again be ap- 


pealed to the Supreme Court and as 
the District Court had to pass upon a 
great many puzzling legal points dur- 
ing the trial, if an error waa made in 
any partioular another trial will be the 
result.
